Statement of Reasons for Allowance 

1 . The claims have been amended to require that the reaction product is a Mannich 
adduct derived from a treated amine, as previously recited in claim 6 which was 
specified as containing allowable subject matter in the office action mailed 3/3/09. As 
discussed in the prior action, Kamakura only discloses a dispersant obtained by the 
reaction of a hydrocarbon-substituted succinic anhydride and a treated aliphatic amine. 
There is no teaching or suggestion in Kamakura that would lead one of ordinary skill in 
the art to change the succinimide product of Kamakura to a Mannich adduct or an 
ethylene-propylene copolymer as recited in amended claim 1. Amended claim 1 is also 
distinguished over the prior art discussed in previous office actions for the reasons 
discussed in those office actions.
